I am writing this report looking from 
the green hills of the Bishop’s Ranch into 
the lovely Sonoma Valley. Twenty-seven of 
the clergy wives have gathered for our an- 
nual Conference - Retreat. We could not 
have chosen a more glorious day with bril- 
liant sunshine, an open blue sky, the country 
with the fresh green of early spring and the 
spectacular flowering trees, the acacia, 
magnolias, and the orchard trees just be- 
ginning to break into blossom. School girls 
on vacation could hardly be more exuberant 
than the clergy wives, most of them quite young, and all mus- 
ing over the plight of husbands serving as baby sitters to make 
possible the mother’s well-deserved outing. Each year I rejoice 
in the growing companionship of the unusually gifted and 
charming group of young women who are co-workers with their 
husbands in the development of this fascinating and rapidly 
growing Diocese. I know I shall be impressed also with their 
eagerness to learn the function of those who, in rectory or vicar- 


age, are able to reveal the true nature and life of the Christian 
family. 


INTENSIVE PROGRAM 
The program is somewhat intense because of the shortness of 
the conference period. Morning begins with the early Eucharist, 
and after breakfast, a meditation. An adequate time is devoted 
to a panel discussion of the nature of the office of the clergy wife 
and the problems which attend such a relationship. Time is pro- 
vided for recreation out of doors. Mrs. Henry Shires usually ar- 
ranges a delicious tea in the afternoon and the night hours are 
reserved for play, motion pictures and slides that portray places 
of interest, significant periods of Church history or activities 
closely related to the Church’s life. This experience is precious

" Synod To Hold Annual Meeting 
.. At Grace Cathedral May 7-9 


Diocese To Be Host— 


The Diocese of California will be host to the annual meeting of the Synod of the 
Province of the Pacific, it has been announced by Bishop Sumner Walters of San Joa- 


quin, synod president. The synod will meet at Grace Cathedral, San Francisco, on 
May 7, 8, and 9. 


Synod meeting, which serves as governing and policy board for the church on the 
level of its provincial organization, is attended by eight delegates from each diocese 
and missionary district, four clerical and four lay. In addition to the elected delegates, 
which meet as a house of deputies, the house of bishops will also meet at the same time. 
Also, elected delegates from the women’s auxiliaries from the dioceses and districts will 
meet in San Francisco, and will hold several joint meetings with synod itself. Holding 


its meetings each year in a different diocese or district, synod met in San Francisco 
last in 1953. 


In discussing plans for the synod meeting, Bishop Block expressed the hope that it 
can be made a “real San Francisco synod.” Tentative plans for the delegates include a

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‘To Get Acquainted’— 


Cathedral Invites Diocesan Churches 


First in what is intended to be a series 
of annual events, the Grace Cathedral 
Pilgrimage, originally announced at Dio- 
cesan Convention in January, has been set 
for Saturday, May 11. Dean Julian Bart- 
lett of the Cathedral, in announcing the 
pilgrimage, said that the afternoon’s pro- 
gram will be held from 1:30 to 5 p.m. 


Designed to acquaint the churchmen of 
the Diocese with the work of their Cath- 
edral and its staff, the pilgrimages will 
be open to anyone who wishes to attend. 
Dean Bartlett himself will be host to the 
“pilgrims,” and they will have the oppor- 
tunity, during the afternoon, of meeting 
and hearing other members of the Cath- 
edral staff. 


“We at the Cathedral often feel,’ Dean 
Bartlett said, “that members of the par- 
ishes throughout the Diocese are not suf- 
ficiently acquainted with the work of the 
Cathedral church, and do not understand 
its importance to the Diocese as a whole. 
We hope, through the medium of these 
pilgrimages, to help others in the Diocese 
to know that this is their church, too, and 
an important part in the total picture of

church life.” 

Suggesting that, wherever possible, 
churchmen from other communities plan 
to come to the Cathedral as a group, Dean 
Bartlett outlined the program for Satur- 


day afternoon. Guests will begin their 
visit by hearing informal talks about the 
nature of a Cathedral within the diocese, 
and information as to its character and 
function. Unlike some Cathedrals, Grace 
Cathedral does not act as a “parish church” 
except in a very small way. One of the 
chief tasks of the Cathedral clergy lies in 
referring churchmen to other parishes 
within the city, Dean Bartlett pointed out. 


Following the introductory talks, guests 
will be taken on guided tours of the 
Cathedral buildings. At the same time, 
they will hear lectures on the various 
features of the Cathedral architecture, and 
will be shown the stained glass and murals 
for which Grace Cathedral is famous. 
Following the tours, tea will be served in 
the Cathedral House at 3 p.m. and the 
afternoon will close in the nave of the 
church with Choral Evensong, sung by 
the Cathedral Boys’ Choir. 


Confirmation Service in ‘Sign Language’ 


Poignant feature of the recent confirma- 
tion class at Trinity Church, Hayward, 
was the confirmation by Bishop Shires 
of Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Baldwin of 
Castro Valley. The Baldwins, who are 
both deaf, were prepared for confirmation 
by the Rev. John Luther, with Mrs. 
Stephen H. Harris, wife of a Trinity ves- 
tryman, conveying the instructions to the 
Baldwins in sign language. 

A program of lay calling first brought 
the Baldwins, who were baptized and 
matried in Trinity Church, Oakland, to 
the attention of the Hayward congrega- 
tion. Dr. Stephen Harris was assigned 
the name of the Baldwins and asked to 
make a call. Only upon arriving at their 
home did he discover that they were deaf. 
By an almost incredible coincidence, Dr. 
Harris’ wife, whose own aunt was deaf, 


was able to speak to the Baldwins in sign

language, and the Harrises were able to 
promise them confirmation instruction. 
The Baldwins, who have two-non-handi- 
capped children, were anxious that their 
children have the experience of going to 
church with their parents. Due to the 
difficulty of communication, it was nec- 
essary for Mrs. Harris to instruct the Bald- 
wins four nights a week during the period 
preceding confirmation. Extensive use 
was made of a book of prayer signs for 
the deaf, compiled by a Roman priest in 
Chicago. With the use of the book, the 
Baldwins were able to learn the Creed, 
the Lord’s Prayer, and the Ten Command- 
ments in the sign language. 

Mrs. Harris completed her work as 


sponsor to the Baldwins when she ac- 
companied them to the altar rail at con- 
firmation, and interpreted to them in sign 
language the Bishop’s words during the 
service, 


Students Sponsor 
Refugee Youngsters 


“Student - to - Student” concern at St. 
Paul’s Canterbury Club in Oakland, has 
resulted in that group’s becoming respon- 
sible for the welfare of a number of ref- 
ugee students who have recently arrived 
in the United States from Hungary. The 
project began when the club, under the 
direction of Seminarian William Pothier, 
had as its guests 12 Hungarian students 
from the University of California, to- 
gether with Dr. Charles Tobias of the 
school’s chemistry department, who acted 
as interpreter for his fellow countrymen. 
The students told of their perils in fleeing 
their homes under Russian threats. 

As a result of this meeting, a number 
of members of the Canterbury Club agreed 
to become personally responsible for in- 
dividual refugee students, while the club 
as a whole undertook to provide jobs, liv- 
ing quarters, and tuition for others. At last 
reports, between 16 and 20 refugee stu- 
dents were in the process of coming to the 
Bay Area, under sponsorship of the Oak- 
land group. Several of them will spend 
the spring and summer in the San Joaquin 


Valley, and will enroll at the University 
next fall. 


Meanwhile, the Diocesan Department 
of Christian Social Relations has an- 
nounced that need for individual sponsor- 
ships of Hungarian families has decreased 
and is no longer so urgent as it was at the 
height of the political difficulties in Hun- 
gary. Donations of food and clothing are 
still being received by the various agen- 
cies, however, it was reported. 


Mrs. Walters Is Named 
To National Council Post 


Of interest to Churchmen in the Diocese 
of California was the recent election of 
Mrs. Sumner Walters, wife of the Bishop 
of San Joaquin, to be chairman of the 
Division of Town and Country of the Na- 
tional Council of the Episcopal Church.

Present plans call for the use of the new

While regis- 
tration must be limited at the various 
conferences, reservations which are made 
early can usually be accepted. The Depart- 
ment of Christian Education has an- 
nounced that brochures are now in pre- 
paration for this year’s season, and will 
soon be in the hands of the clergy for dis- 
tribution. The brochures will include reg- 
istration blanks which may be sent to the 
diocesan office to secure accommodations. 


As usual each summer, an important 
feature of the conference program will be 
the Bishops’ conference for adults, which 
will be held this year July 7 through 13.

Cornerstone Laid at St. Peter’s Church 
As Oakland Congregation Completes Building 


An important milestone in the history 
of St. Peter’s Church, Oakland, was passed 
on Sunday, Feb. 24, when Bishop Block 
laid the cornerstone of the new quarter- 
million dollar church at Broadway and 
Lawton Avenues. The Church, which is 
now in use, will adjoin the old church 
building, and will seat some 600 people. 
According to the Rev. Canon L. D. Gott- 
schall, rector, the old building is now in 
use for church school classes. 

Described by the Bishop as being of 
“most impressive contemporary architec- 
ture,” the sanctuary of the church is high- 
lighted by a beautiful marble altar and 
specially designed office lights. St. Peter's 
serves a large and growing congregation 
in the area lying between downtown 
Oakland and Berkeley, and also draws 
many parishioners from the Piedmont 
area of Oakland. 


Master of ceremonies at the dedication 
was the Rev. Francis McNaul of the 
Church of the Advent of Christ the King 
in San Francisco. He was assisted by the 
Rev. C. Peter Boes of St. Peter’s Church 
in Redwood City. 


Other participants in the service in- 
cluded the Rev. John Daley of Good 
Shepherd, Belmont, the Rev. Tod Ewald 
of Holy Innocents’, Corte Madera, the 
“Rev. Luther Ison of St. Mary's, Napa, 
and the Rev. Al McVicker and the Rev.

College Fund Campaign 
Moves Into Second Phase 


Plans are progressing according to 
schedule for the fund campaign for the 
Church’s work on the campuses of Stan- 
ford University and the University of 
oe Bishop Shires announced this 
week. 


Second event in the schedule for the 
drive was a luncheon for interested busi- 
nessmen and others, held on Monday, 
Match 18. Further announcements as to 
the organization of the campaign were 
made at that time, and specific duties 
were assigned to various individuals. Fol- 
lowing an “initial gifts” campaign, it is 
planned to spread out through the several 
dioceses in the Eighth Province, and to 
put the campaign upon a broad base by 
interesting alumni of the two institutions 
who are members of the church. 


With the goal set at $385,000, it is 
hoped that a successful conclusion to the 
campaign will enable the church to place 
full-time college chaplains at both in- 
stitutions, and to complete the building 
of Canterbury centers at both places. At 
Stanford, where a Canterbury House is 
already in operation, extensive remodel- 
ing and enlargement is planned, while the 
plans at the University of California call 
for the building of a new center upon 
property adjacent to St. Mark’s Church, 
Berkeley. The property for the Cal center 
has already been purchased. 


Characterized by the Bishops as “a long 
overdue step,” inauguration of the college 
fund campaign represents a real mission- 
ary opportunity for the diocese, Bishop 
Shires said. At Stanford alone there are 
more than 1200 students who give the 
Episcopal Church as their church prefer- 
ence, while the number at the University 
of California is at least as large if not 
larger. Present college work at both lo- 
cations is entirely inadequate, according 
to the Bishops.

Sung as a per- 
formance, the work was incorporated into 
a service of Evensong at the Berkeley 
Church. Joseph Kerman, associate pro- 
fessor of music at University of California 
directed the group. Following the pre- 
miere at St. Mark’s, the work was also 
performed on March 26 in Trinity Church, 
San Francisco. 
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to the Bishops as these young ladies are, 
so to speak, our adopted daughters. 

An engagement to preach at Lenten 
Services in Baltimore, Maryland, gave me 
an opportunity to stop over in St. Louis 
to visit my son and his family whom I had 
not seen for slightly more than a year. I 
was also privileged to visit my old parish 
in that city and to note the greater effi- 
ciency of the plant through an expenditure 
of $100,000 to add classrooms notably, 
for the ever-growing Church School. After 
three or four sunlit days, literally and fig- 
uratively, I emplaned for Washington, 
and on Sunday preached at St. Margaret's 
Church. My coming had been given wide 
and apparently effective publicity. A filled 
church greeted me and the congregation 
included more of my kinspeople than I 
have seen assembled at one time, in the 
last twenty-five years. In the afternoon I 
was fortunately able to visit sick friends 
whom I have known and loved for a long 
time and to greet in her home, Mary Po- 
litzer Haney, with her husband and two 
beautiful children. 


St. Paul’s, Baltimore 

On Monday a young priest whom I 
trust will soon be in our Diocesan family 
drove me in his car to Baltimore where 
I was met by my former assistant and dear 
friend, the Rev. Fred Kates. He is rector 
of Old St. Paul’s Church in the heart of the 
business section of Baltimore. The pres- 
ent building is one hundred and six years 
old and the parish, two hundred and sixty- 
five years. It maintains a noble witness in 
the midst of a completely secular environ- 
ment. I learned, for instance, that 80% of 
the large congregation live from three to 
twenty miles away from the parish church. 
The rector told me that over five hundred 
were counted at our first Lenten service. 
This is certainly a tribute to his leadership 
even in a brief occupancy of the office of 
rector and to the unusual devotion of a 
wonderful group of Churchmen. On Tues- 
day evening I addressed the men of the 
Annapolis Convocation at a dinner party 
at which between one hundred seventy- 
five and two hundred were present. On 
Wednesday morning I spoke in the sub- 
urbs of Baltimore to the boys of the upper 
classes of St. Paul’s School. This parochial 
enterprise has an enrollment of nearly five 
hundred. The trustees are securing consid- 
erable additional acreage to house the ex- 
panding activities of this teaching insti- 
tution. I was impressed by the fact that 
twenty-four or more laymen from city par- 
ishes filed into the chancel of St. Paul's 
dressed in their business suits, to serve as 
a choir each day during the Lenten season. 
Their robust voices gave a heartiness and 


a note of spiritual intensity to these hours 
of worship. No one can visit in as southern 
a city as Baltimore without feeling the sin- 
cere cordiality of our church people. Father 
Earle Maddux, S.S. J.E., took me for a 
visit to the Convent where he serves as 
chaplain and to the little parish church 
nearby at which he officiates Sunday by 
Sunday. The Reverend Mother at the Con- 
vent made a deep impression upon me be- 
cause of her obvious dedication to the 
Church and her possession of a fine sense 
of humor which, I suspect, should always 
characterize those “set apart.” 


Church Dedications 

On the second of March I married the 
Rev. John Galagan to Miss Madeline 
Bergstrom at St. Andrew's in Oakland in 
a service followed by a Nuptial Eucharist. 
In the afternoon I hurried to dedicate, 
with Bishop Shires’ aid, Christ Church 
Woodside. I shall always remember it be- 
cause I was twenty minutes late. This re- 
gretable fact was due to traffic, my fail- 
ure to start soon enough from St. An- 
drew’s, and my unfamiliarity with the 
most expeditious route to the new Christ 
Church. Here is another example of a 
church that might properly be called mod- 
ern, but that preserves dignity and a sense 
of reverence and true churchliness. The 
next day was set for the dedication of St. 
Mark’s Church, Palo Alto. We have all 
known that Canon West has special gifts 
artistically and architecturally. It was no 
surprise, therefore, to find a beautiful new 
building in the best Anglican tradition. 
It marks the culmination of a long period 
of construction to meet needs of a vividiy 
growing parish. It will rank with the larg- 
est and most impressive shrines of the 
Diocese. St. Mark’s now has five acres of 
property, a chapel seating about one hun- 
dred and seventy-five, a parish house 
where, I suspect, six hundred can be ac- 
commodated, an ample and attractive rec- 
tory, and now this lovely cathedral-like 
parish church. It took imagination, cour- 
age, and faith to accomplish such results 
in less than a decade. My hearty congratu- 
lations to rector, vestry, and people. 
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fornia on a firm foundation. We are con- 
fident there is no greater missionary fron- 
tier than that provided by our college 
campuses. And we are also convinced that 
we must have an adequate staff sufficiently 
equipped and housed to do effective work 
in these critical areas. When the oppor- 
tunity comes to give to this cause we urge 
that all will be unusually generous, for 
what we do now will have effects far into 
the future. 


It has been one of the highest points in 
all our Diocesan experience to have had 
so many church buildings to be dedicated 
in such a short space of time as in the past 
few weeks. I was fortunate enough to have 
had a part in some of the ceremonies. On 
Saturday, February 23, I was particularly 
happy to be able to take a part in the dedi- 
cation of the new All Souls’ Church in 
Berkeley because of my personal associa- 
tion with it while dean of the Church Di- 
vinity School. It is lovely and commodious 
and provides in the undercroft greatly en- 
larged facilities for the church school and 
other parish functions. We congratulate 
both rector and people. 7 

Confirmation at Hayward 

The next day found me at Trinity, Hay- 
ward, in the morning, where, in a church 
filled to overflowing, the largest class in 
the history of the church was confirmed. 
Under the Rev. John Luther the church 
has surged forward, and only the building 
of the new church in their fine new loca- 
tion can relieve the pressures put on the 
present buildings by an ever-increasing 
congregation. 

In the afternoon the new mission at 


Cambrian Park in the San Jose suburban 


area borrowed St. Francis’ Church, Willow 
Glen for their first confirmation service. 
Although the Rev. William Halstead has 
been at Cambrian Park a few months and 
using an old dweliing as a church, he pre- 
sented 24 people, mostly all adults, to be 
confirmed. With leadership like that, St. 
Edward’s is destined for a large and full 
church life in the next few years. We had 
purchased two years ago about two acres 
in a highly strategic location in this gen- 
eral area from the proceeds of the C.A.F. 
against the time when we should be ready 
to begin our work there. 
Dedication at Woodside | 

On March 2 it was a happy experience 
to assist Bishop Block in the dedication 
of the beautiful new church buildings at 
Woodside. It is difficult to realize that in 
two years’ time when the Rev. Harold 
Brumbaum first began work in this area 
while still a student at C.DS.P., such a 
goal could be realized. After a campaign 
netting over $100,000 in pledges, these 
new buildings were built in the midst of 
the beautiful Portola Valley, one for wor- 
ship and one for education and general 
church use. We pray for Christ Church 
a happy, useful future in the service of 
our Lord. 

The next day it was again a joy to 
have a part in the dedication of St. Mark’s, 
Palo Alto. Their new cathedral-like struc- 
ture is a source of pride to the church in 
the whole Diocese. Who could have 
thought eight years ago when the work 
was first begun that such a future was in 
store for St. Mark's!
